Since 
then, a virtual army of children from the 
world’s richest country has trlck-or- 
treated for UNICEF, collecting near¬ 
ly $70 million to help the most vul¬ 
nerable members of the world’s poorest 
countIres through UNICEF-assisted 
projects. In response to this new ritual 
of sharing Halloween’s harvest, Oct. 31 
was declared National UNICEF Day by 
Lyndon Johnson In 1967. 

Halloween, National UNICEF Day, is 
still evolving. And In Sierra Madre the 
weekend is crammed full of activities 
for local children.

' PUMPKIN OR BANANA 
SQUASH CHARLOTTE 

In a 2-qt. pan, blend together 2 
envelope unflavored gelatin, 2/3 C milk, 1/3 
C rum, 4 egg yolks, and 1 C firmly packed 
brown sugar. Cook, stirring constantly, over 
low heat until mixture forms a soft custard; 
remove from heat. Stir in (1 lb.) pumpkin or 
banana; 1 '/j tsp. ground cinnamon; % tsp. 
salt, and '/i tsp. each ground all-spice and 
ginger and nutmeg. 

(If you use Banana Squash you must boil 
or bake until a fork inserted will go through 
the skin and put through food mill or riccr 
to remove Silser.) 

Open 3-oz. pkg. of ladyfingers, split 
them, and arrange on a cookie sheet; sprinkle 
with Amcretto, then stand on ends around 
sides of a 9-in. cheesecake pan (at least 3 
in. high) or a 2'/i-qt. souffle dish. Sprinkle 
bottom of pan with '/i cup diced pecans. 

Beat 4 egg whites until soft peaks form; 
gradually beat in V* C sugar until stiff, glossy 
peaks form. Also beat 1 C whipping cream 
until soft peaks form. Fold cream and 
pumpkin mixture into egg whites; pour into 
prepared pan. Cover and refrigerate at least 
6 hours or as long as three days. 

To serve, loosen edges of charlotte from 
pan sides and invert onto a serving dish. 

Serves 12 to 15.

Not surprisingly, these actions 
have shattered morale on campus.” 

Marm charges that although more than half of 
the POC students are women, no woman has ever 
sat on the college’s Board of Trustees. “That’s 
fair and it’s unrepresentative of the traditions of this 
community. I think it’s time we changed it.” 

She continues, “As a professional educator and 
mother of three former PCC students, I cannot 
watch quietly while this community treasure is crippled.
